GRAND FORKS, N.D., — 
(AP)—Ten were known dead 
today and 30 were in hos- 
pitals after a tornado ripped 
down the fertile Red River 
Valley to cut an 80-mile long 
path of death and ruin from 


southern Manitoba into North 


Dakota and Minnesota. 
TELEPHONE and electric wires 


were torn out, scores of farms lev- | 


elled, many head of livestock 


killed and a dozen towns and vil- | 
lages hit’ by the roaring twister, | 


Witnesses said hardly a tree re- 
mained upright along the windy 
trail. 

One man was killed in Windy 
Gates, Man. 100 miles north of 
Grand Forks, where the blow ap- 
parently originated.
